From Oar Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Jan. 11.— Mr. Tisdall con- 
sented this morning to explain the rea- 
son of bis resignation from the legisla- 
ture. He said that he had issued instruc- 
tions to his clerk not to sell goods to any 
government official. In spite of these 
ustructions, on the 22nd of December, 
a clerk in his employ sold seventy cents' 
worth of cartridges to Provincial Police 
Officer Campbell residing here.

"I was not opposed to the election bill, 
voting for it on the first reading, there- 
fore my resignation bad nothing to do 
witli the bill. I did not treat the Colon- 
ist unfairly by refusing to speak last; 
night I also refused an explanation to 
the News-Advertiser and to all enquiring 
friends. I wished to wait until to-day." 

LETTER FROM MR. TISDALL.

Editor Colonist, A'ictoria: 

Dear Sir: — Referring to your issue of 
even date you are good enough to state 
that 1 left Victoria as a protest against: 
the election bill. As that statement is 
not in accordance with the facts, will 
you kindly give me space to contradict 
it ? V 

As soon us I was elected to the legis- 
lature -I gave instructions in my store 
that under no circumstances whatever 
were goods to be sold to the provincial 
government or their officials. Despite 
these' instructions a clerk sold Ollicer 
Campbell, of the provincial police, a box 
of cartridges to the value of 70 cents, 
the officer taking a receipt for the 
amount paid. The sale took place on 
December 22 and Mr. Campbell sent in 
the receipt as a voucher on January 5. 

It came to the notice of the Attorney- 
General on the 0th Inst., and despite- the 
fact that I bad absolutely no knowledge 
of the transaction until shown this re- 
ceipt I have to assume the responsibility 
of my clerk's action und resign my seat, 
in the legislature, my intention being to 
go to the people for re-election. 

I much regret that I was not in the 
house to give the government all the 
support in my power to help them carry 
the election bill, but hope to be shortly 
in a position to help them carry out tin- 
business outlined in the speech from the 
throne.

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PACKING THE JURY. 

The work of packing the jury wits 
completed yesterday, when the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor signified his assent to the 
bill to sent Messrs. Prentice and Denno 
in the legislature, in definnce of the 
law under which they were elected. The 
notion of His Honor in dismissing Mr. 
Turner and his colleagues may now lie 
safely submitted to the verdict of the 
elected nnd legislated representatives of 
the people. 

This result has boon reached by dis- 
regarding the rides of parliamentary 
procedure which have prevailed in the 
Uiitish realm since parliaments hud their 
existence in their present form. Every 
precedent has been violated, The words 
of the '.ending government organ have 
been made good, and the British consti- 
tution no longer applies to British Col- 
umbia. 

Il is not the intention of the Colonist 
to mnko any personal criticism of the 
Lieutenant-Governor in this connection. 
His advisers take the responsibility for 
what he has done. They will be called 
upon to make their defence in their 
places in the house, and it will then be 
time enough to discuss the matter. We 
have asserted everything that appears 
necessary pending the presentation by 
His Honor's advisers of their defence 
for this most extraordinary proceeding. 

We may draw attention to one very 
significant, statement of the Attorney- 
General, made during the debate on the 
motion to postpone consideration of the 
bill. He said that he wanted Mr. Pren- 
tice in the house before proceeding with 
the debate on the address. He knew 
perfectly well that, on the debate on the 
Address, the action of * uc Lieutenant- 
Governor in dismissing Ins late advisers 
is bound to come up, and he wanted a 
packed jury. Ho has got one. 

The passage of this hill should be the 
inauguration of the most earnest cam- 
paign for a restoration to the people of 
British Columbia of the constitutional 
xights which they have hitherto su|>- 
posed they possessed in common with 
British subjects everywhere. 

MR. HALL'S RESIGNATION. 

We insist as a proposition- of law that 
Mr. Richard Hall could have safely 
taken his seat in the legislature, not- 
withstanding the sale of a few tons of 
coal to the Lieutenant-Governor; but 
we cordially endorse his action in accept- 
ing 1 ho challenge thrown down by the 
government by the resignation of Mr. 
Tisilall on trumpery grounds. Mr. Hall 
will again be a candidate for election, 
and it jroes without saying that ins 
friends who supported him last summer 
will hasten to tender him the nomina- 
tion. 

His election is assured. He will re- 
ceive votes from electors who did not 
assist him at the general election, nnd 
we do not believe there is a man who 
voted for him then, who will not give 
lain the heartiest support now. 

The issue before the electors of Vic- 
torin is of the greatest importance, and 
the manner in winch they shall pro- 
nounce upon it, will have an important 
bearing upon the political condition of 
the province. We hope to see an effort 
put forward that will lead to the tri- 
umphant, return or Mr. Hall by a vote 
that will show to all Canada that the [ 
people of Victoria are (it to be entrusted 
with Hie defence of their constitutional 
rights, 



STRAINING AT A GNAT. 

Mr. Tisdall says he resigned because 
one of his clerks sold seventy cents' 
worth of cartridges to a provincial police 
Officer. More perfect rubbish never was 
dished up for public attention. The sale 
•of those cartridges no more disqualified 
Mr. Tisdall than the purchase of a post- 
age stamp disqualifies n member of par- 
liament. The object, of Mr. Tisdall's 
resignation was to force Mr. Hall to re-" 
sign. Neither seat was under the law 
vacated, and it would have been per- 
fectly proper for the government to have 
introduced a bill to declare the meaning 
of the statute, which is alleged to have 
been infringed, by stating that, ordinary 
purchases of merchandise did not come 
within it.-- meaning, We believe that the 
court would have so held. 

It is too late to talk about that now. 



The gauntlet lias been thrown down to 
Mr. Hall and the opposition pa'rty in 
Victoria and it has been taken, up. The 
government feels safe in taking this 
course; for they believe they can carry 
Vancouver beyond nil doubt, They have 
everything to gain, they think, and noth- 
ing to lose. 



EXCLUSION OK ALIENS. 

The Cost-Intelligencer docs not like the 
idea of excluding ttliens from British 
Columbia placers. This is quite natural; 
nevertheless its reasons are entitled to 
consideration, because If the proposed 
measure, which was originally .suggested 
by the Colonist, will not stand the test 
of examination from any proper stand- 
point, it ought not to become law. Onr 
Seattle cjntemporary gives two reasons 
why the policy of exclusion should not 
prevail. One of them is that Atlln was 
discovered by United States citizens and 
that the exclusion of these people will 
biock its development. The other is that 
Canadians are likely to lie given tin; 
same privileges in Alaska as Canada ex- 
tends to all the world, that is in respect 
to mining. 

The first of those reasons has nothing 
to commend it to the people of British 
Columbia, Wo are not prepared to as- 
sert definitely whether or not. the first 
discovery in Atlln was mndc by a United 
Stales citizen, but if it, was. Canadians 
were not far behind him. This is quite 
immaterial, because British Columbia is 
not a "no man's land," and consequently 
no foreigner acquires any rights in it 
by discovery. We do riol suppose that 
our contemporary puts forward this part 
of its contention with any seriousness. 
The second part, that, the exclusion of 
aliens will prevent the development of 
Al l in, is a view of tie' case which meet 
with some little approval in this prov 
ince, anil something may he urged in it. 
favor. Unquestionably if every one i 
permitted to go into the Atlin country 
and dig out. gold, the present year will 
witness a phenomenal rush. There are 
business men in Victoria and Vancouver 
who believe that a quick rush for a year 
or so would be preferred to slower ex- 
ploitation of the placers. We do not: think 
the view a sound one. If there is an un- 
restricted rush this year to Atlin, Brit- 
ish Columbia cities will get a very large 
portion of the trade, but not. nearly all 
of it. If the development, of the district 
is slower, they will get it. all. 

What does a quick rush mean? The 
best way to answer this is to point out 
that in Atlin wo have a territory of in- 
definite extent, which appears to be all 
gold-bearing, but of such a nature that 
the placers will be worked out in a short 
time. After they have been worked out, 
the district will be abandoned, unless, 
as we admit is probable, sufficient quartz 
mines will be discovered to warrant the 
Investment of capital. But as the pro- 
posed measure does not apply to quartz 
mines, it is not necessary to say any- 
thing about them. It is of no possible 
use to British Columbia to have n horde 
of aliens come into the province and car- 
ry away the placer jrnld in a couple of 
years. On the other hand, if the plae 
are kept for our own people, business will 
be more permanent, our own merchants 
will get the whole of it and the gold will 
remain in the country. 

On the second point, that the same eon- 
cessions may be granted to Canadians 
in Alaska, as Canada grants to aliens in 
her mines, wo will know what"alue to 
place upon this privilege better after we 
get it. The Post-IntoIIigeaeer has no au- 
thority to speak for any one in that mat- 
ter. Lately it. has been telling us with 
many yards of flaring headlines that 
Canada was to be completely outwitted 
at the Anglo-American conference, nud 
was If) he given a few nominal conces- 
sions in exchange for privileges of great 
value. Wc will think about paying for 
the favors extended, when we have bud 
an opportunity of sampling them. 



they ore identified and prove their com- 
petence to pay their way into the coun- 
try. 

This order having been given by Mr.

It. is 
a limited liability company, and there- 
fore tho provision for securing the in- 
dependence of parliament does not apply, 
and Mr. Cotton's seat, is not vacated by 
reason of the acceptance by himself, as 
manager of u book-binding establishment, 
of a contract with a branch of the gov- 
ernment, for the performance of the 
work referred to. It would, of course, 
make very little difference whether it 
did or not, for the government would 
promptly introduce and its servile ma- 
jority witli equal promptness pass a bill 
lo relieve Mr. Cotton from any pains and 
penalties which he mighl incur by sifting 
and voting in the house after making 

such a contract. «

The Times u few evenings ago en- 
deavored t'> create the impression that 
Victoria's new evening paper was to he 
in some way connected with the Colo- 
nist. Il is therefore perhaps a* well to 
say that, except Unit it 1ms made a con- 
tract to do a portion of the mechanical 
work for the newspaper, it lias no inter- 
est, in the matter whatever. The Colo- 
nist is ready at. all times to make com- 
mercial contracts for Such work, and 
would have no objection to making one 
with the Times. At the same time the 
Colonist is not wholly uninterested in 
seeing a new evening paper in the field, 
for there is room for one, which will 
deal honestly with its contemporaries 
anil public questions.

With regard to the tenders for binding 
and lithographing referred to in the tele- 
gram in the Colonist this morning from 
a special correspondent, I think it but 
just -to state that this company hud every 
opportunity afforded it for tendering on 
the work. The News-Advertiser put in 
the lowest tender for the binding, and 
naturally was awarded- the contract. The 
Colonist: tender for lithographing the 
checks was sent in on December 24, and 
I understand tho design was sent that 
day to Vancouver to bo tendered on. 
The date the tenders were opened I am 
unaware of, but in the first week of the 
new year I was verbally informed that 
there were three tenders considered, that 
of the Colonist, and tho Province being 
nearly alike, with a preference for the 
paper submitted as sample by the Prov- 
ince. As Col. Wolfenden, Queen's print- 
er, was the judge on this point, I am 
quite satisfied the decision was fair. To 
engrave and prepare the design for the 
press would have taken three days of 
eight hours each. I make this statement

He regretted that he had to do 
so now, but the article to which he re- 
ferred reflected not only upon himself, 
but upon the government of which be 
was ii member, charging "jobbery" in 
the allotment of certain contracts for 
binding to the News-Advertiser, and for 
lithographing to the Province. He pro- 
ceeded to read extracts from the article 
complained of, and interpreted it as con- 
stituting a distinct charge of corruption, 
or. even worse. If the present govern- 
ment were disposed to take the course 
that had been pursued by their predeces- 
sors in .office, in the Kennedy case, tho 
proprietors of the Colonist might be 
brought before the bar of the house, and 
even incarcerated. He denied that; there 
was any basis in fact for the allegations 
made, and thought that the house would 
endorse this .statement when he had ex- 
plained the circumstances. A large 
amount of binding was found to be 
necessary, and tenders had been invited, 
through the deputy minister of finance. 
Six representative establishments were 
invited to compete for the work, and 
the bid of the News-Advertiser being the 
lowest, the work was awarded to that 
company. It was false to say that ho 
was the proprietor of the News-Adver- 
tiser plant or paper; he wished Unit he 
were, for if so lie mignt be a compara- 
tively wealthy man. The tender from 
Mr. Boedde for the binding, referred to 
in the article, hud been received after 
the time set for the receiving of tho 
bids; it was nevertheless considered, 
and found to be higher than the News- 
Advertiser tender. The acceptance of 
that bid had resulted in a saving to the 
country of at least 40 per cent, upon 
former charges for similar work, which 
was surely enough to convince the house 
that the government had acted wisely. 
As to the lithographing, a large quantity 
of cheeks bail been found necessary, and 
the three principal houses of the prov- 
ince were asked to submit prices— the 
Colonist, the Province and Mr. Grant, 
of Vancouver. Mr. Grant's bid was the 
highest; the tenders of the Colonist 
and the Province were comparatively 
close, but when the quality of the paper 
and the lithographing w<is passed upon 
by the Queen's printer, the opinion of 
the government was confirmed in behalf 
of the Province, and the contract award- 
ed accordingly. After this explanation 
he hoped that the Colonist would see fit 
to withdraw the reflections passed upon 
him and upon the government in the 
article referred to. 

MR. TURNER welcomed the explana- 
tion of the Finance Minister. I* cause if 
the matter bad gone unchallenged the 
people could not but infer that there was 
something seriously amiss, especially as 
the News-Ad vertiser was supposed to 
be owned wholly or In part by the. Minis- 
ter of Finance. He was pleased to 
hear that the cost of binding had been 
reduced, and hoped this would be found 
to be the case as stated. Cases not In- 
frequently presented themselves, how- 
ever, where with a nominal saving in 
price of 25 per cent., the work showed 
material nnd labor to be fully 50 per 
cent, inferior. 

Hon. Mr. Cotton replied that the speci- 
fications hud been carefully prepared to 
protect the province in this regard. 
PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 
MB. TURNER inquired when the 
house might expect, to be put in posses- 
sion of the public accounts. The now 
Minister of Finance bad east a slur 
upon him (Mr. Turner) when lender of 
the government, on the ground that, he 
had been dilatory in bringing down the 
public accounts. Not wishing lo trust 
to his memory and wishing to be strictly 
accurate, lie could state that when the 
house met in November, the public ac- 
counts had been brought, in tho very 
first day of the session. 

The leader of the opposition succeeded 
in getting this explanation before the 
house, although Mr. Speaker several 
times interrupted him on the ground that 
the time was not proper for the intro- 
duction of such information. 

HON. Mil. HUME, replying to the 
leader of the opposition, said that the 
public accounts were now in the hands 
of the Queen's printer nnd would be 
ready in about one week; 

PLACER MINING ACT. 
Hon. Mr. Hume introduced a bill to 
amend that portion of the revised stat- 
utes known as the Placer Mining act. 
The bill was read a first time, and set 
for second reading at the next sitting 
of the bouse. 

CHINESK HEAD TAX. 
MB. H13LMCKEN moved: "That 
an humble address be presented by this 
house to the Lieutenant- Governor, 
praying him to move the Dominion gov- 
ernment to take into consideration the 
desirabilitv of increasing the per capita 
lax on Chinese coming into the Domin- 
ion, and urging (hat in the opinion of 
this house three-fourths of all moneys 
received in British Columbia ports from 
the present tax, or (if such tax be in- 
creased) three-fourths of such revenue

Viscount Aoki Outlines the Eplicy 
lo lie .Adopted by ; His -

Replying to n question put to him in the 
Japanese house of representatives, Viscount 
Aokl, minister of foreign affairs, expounded 
the policy to be adopted by. the govern- 
ment in regard to Chinese affairs. The 
Viscount said the prime Interest of tills 
country is to preserve the tranquility of 
the Far Kast. Our endeavors should he 
directed to avoiding, If possible, the dis- 
solution or partition of China. We should 
be ready to co-operate with any power or 
powers that are interested in maintaining 
the integrity of the Chinese Umpire. But, 
In the domain of foreign politics, there arc 
factors that are beyond our control, in 
framing our policy, we cannot, and shall 
not, disregard those factors. The attitude 
of this country cannot help being modified 
by them. Viscount Aokl concluded by say- 
ing that, In every eventuality, Japan cannot 
remain an Indifferent looker-on of Chinese 
affairs. 

JAPAN BANK TAX. 
The bill for imposing a special tax on 
tile Hnnk of Japan pnsscd the house of 
representatives under a modified form. 
The original proposal that a portion of 
the bank's profit should go to the state 
treasury was rejected by the special com- 
mittee. The bill adopted by the house 
frceiMhc rate of the tax at 1.0 per cent, of 
I lie amount of notes issued on securities. 
The bank is already under the obligation 
of making loans at a very low rate of In- 
terest or win, no Interest at all in certain 
enfiM provided by the law. These obliga- 
tory loans Will be deducted from the total 
amount of notes issued on securities, and 
tin? special tax will be Imposed on the 
remainder. It Is estimated that the spe- 
< inl tax will yield 1,381,500 yen a year 
when the amount of notes Issued on se- 
curities Is at the maximum, namely, 120,- 
000,000 yon. 

Warlike measures; 

The Peking correspondent of the N. I'. 
Pally News says: Considerable additions 
in men and material to the troops not oalv 
of Peking und its vicinity, lint also o'f 
Mongolia and Manchurln, are being ener- 
getically but quietly pushed on, and the 
explanation of these warlike measures is 
that they are to "light foreigners with." 
In consequence of this, the rowdy masses 
in the north are anxiously awaiting the 
signal, which certain officials of the 
Conservative party have promised to give, 
for a genera] uprising against foreigners 
and their China friends. The edicts Issued 
by the Empress Dowager since coming 
into power, have inflamed the masses 
against foreigners to a dangerous degree 
The Empress. Dowager has formed for 
herself a new bodyguard consisting of 40,- 
000 men of whom 10,000 were picked from 
the Imperial Guards; 1(1,000 from the Van- 
guard -division ■ of the Imperial Guards: 
10,000 from the Peking Held force; and 
10,000 from the eight Banner corps orga- 
nizations. The pay of the new "Empress 
guards" is two taels per mouth more than 
that of the old Imperial guards. 

Native despatches received from Peking 
state that the Empress Dowager has been 
exhibiting considerable enthusiasm In mili- 
tary matters and on the 2Sth ultimo held 
an inspection of the newly raised additional 
regiments of the Peking Held force 
outside the western gates of the palace. 
The Empress Dowager at the end of the 
inspection commanded that the troops be 
informed of her pleasure at beholding their 
line appearance and discipline, and further 
stated that she "depended upon them 
In time of danger, and felt assured that 
they would prove a wall of strength to her 
in the present critical time." Such military 
Inspections by the Empress Dowager ns 
this were unknown prior to the coup d'etat 
of September last. 

A telegram received in Shanghai on the 
1.0th Inst, from Peking reports; savs the 
N. C. Dally News, that a eounle of davs 
ago Prince Chlng held n combined review 
of the troops of General Tung Fu-hslang's 
Kansu corps, and the Peking field force, 
aggregating exactly 60,000 lighting men. 
Every soldier and trooper was armed with 
a breach-loader, and there was not the 
slightest Indication of an antiquated mus- 
ket or bow and arrow in the whole region— 
tne Southern hunting park. 

FRENCH PRIEST KILLED. 
An official telegram from Chungking on 
December 20 reports the killing of a French 
priest nrlslng from a recent light between 
the villagers of the Tantzcshnn hamlet, In 
Patunghslen district, and a number of i: 
0. converts In the vlelnitv. The latter 
It Is nllegcd, were better armed than the 
former, who. however, made up for the 
disparity by superior numbers. 

FRIGHTFUL CATASTROPHE. 
On the night of December IS the govern- 
ment powder factory at Hangchow caught 
lire, resulting In frightful loss of life and 
property; no less than some 1,500 persons 
are said to hate been killed and several 
hundreds of houses destroyed bv the ex- 
plosion of hundreds of barrels of newly- 
made' gun powder. - -The family of the 
deputy In charge, living by the side of the 
magazine, wore all killed excepting him- 
self, who was badly wounded. Hundreds 
of houses were destroyed and many were 
rendered uninhabitable. Nothing was left 
of the store rooms of the powder. Many 
rooms, and also the stone balustrades of 
the handsome Examination hall were de- 
stroyed, and tin- walls of the provincial 
judge's rumen and the Roman Catholic mis- 
sion also sustained damage. 

.NARROW ESCAPE.

Morris*' candidature for the Mayoralty by 
asking "how much lib spends in Victoria 
for goods he can buy 110 cheaper else- 
where'.'" "Does he have his millions of 
labels printed in British Columbia?" 1 and 
then answers his own queries In the nega- 
tive: "No; he gets them where It suits 
him best— In England." 

Permit me, as secretary of the company 
of which Mr. Morris Is president anil mun- 
nglng director, to inform "A Ratepayer" 
that the bulk of our salmon Is shipped to 
Knghind unlabeled, to suit our customers, 
but when any order requires that the cans 
should be labelled here, Die labels have al- 
ways been procured in Victoria, and al- 
wa'vs from the Colonist Printing Is Publish- 
ing fo., Ltd. All our salmon sold locally 
for the past three years has been labelled 
in this way. 

If your correspondent will take the trou- 
ble to enquire of the principal agents lu 
this city, he will Ibid that all the salmon 
shipped, with tie- exception of a very small 
percentage, goes forward unlabeled, the 
various companies' labels being affixed after 
the arrival of their salmon In England. 

The onlv goods for which we have to go 
outside Victoria are fishing nets, tin, pig 
lead and salt. All our other ennnerv re- 
qulslties. machinery and store supplic!; for 
our three ennneries and two general stores 
lire obtained In Victoria, and all repairs are 
done here, with the exception or occasional 
minor jobs, which may be sent from the 
Kroner river cannery to Westminster or 
Vancouver. 

In reply to "A Ratepayer's" further ques- 
tion, I would say that during a poor sea- 
son like the past one, we have paid ovei 
one hundred and twenty thousand dollars 
(SPJO.OOO) to Victoria linns alone for tin 
season's requirements. 

With the remainder of your correspond- 
ent's letter, which Is of a personal naturo, 
it Is beyond my province to deal: 1 simply 
desire to correct "A Ratepayer's" wrong 
Impression.

She came from Hongkong, 
via Honolulu, and brings 1,000 tons ot 
cargo, 1,000 tons of which is overland 
cargo, 200 tons is consigned to AHctoria 
merchants and 300 tons is for San Fran- 
cisco. She landed -100 tons of general 
cargo and 402 Japs at Honolulu. 
CITIZENSHIP QUESTIONED. 
The questioned eligibility of the North- 
ern Pacific Steamship Company's liners, 
which were admitted to American regis- 
try last fall, is to be tried in the courts 
at Seattle. The Marine Engineers' Bene- 
ficial Association has taken up the mut- 
ter, The association holds that the law 
governing the admission of citizens was 
too widely stretched in the granting of 
papers to the officers of the Northern 
Pacific steamers. 

IN FAVOR OF PLAINTIFF. 
A verdict has been given in the $21,- 
000 suit of the Rock Island-Alaska Cold 
Mining Company v. F. W. Waterhouse, 
fought out in Seattle courts, awarding 
the plaintiffs $18,019.19. The whole ease 
turned upon the authority of Capt. Con- 
radi, of the defendant's ocean steamer 
Garonne, to charter the plaintiff com- 
panv's river steamer Rock Island. On 
the ground that he had no such authority 
the defendant refused to pay nearly the 
whole charter price of S30U a day for 
fifty days. The testimony developed that 
Capt. Conradi on arriving at St. Mich- 
ael last summer with a large number 
of passengers and a big cargo of freight, 
found that the P. W. company's river 
steamers had not arrived and taking the 
responsibility upon himself, chartered the 
Rock Island to make the trip to Dawson. 
SUING FOR DAMAGES. 
One of the largest damage suits ever 
brought in the United States court is 
new on trial in Seattle. It is the ease 
of D. R. Campbell & Sons, of Sanger- 
ville, Me., against Moran Bros, to re- 
cover $100,000 damages by reason of the 
alleged failure of the Morans to deliver 
at the mouth of the Yukon river upon 
the opening of navigation three river 
steamers and barges. Of the damages 
$51,000 is alleged to be money paid to 
the Morans under the alleged broken con- 
tract- $50,000 is claimed for alleged loss 
of the use of the river steamers, and 
. $5,000 for expenses and demurrage. I .he 
steamers were three of the Moran fleet 
»f twelve and were originally contracted 
for by the Seattle & Yukon Steamshm 
Company, of which Campbell & Sons 
claim to be the assignees.

LIEUT.-GOVERNOIi'S REPLY. 

His Honor Gives His Reason for Not 
Considering the Citizens' Resolution. 

Following is the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor's reply to the resolution passed at 
the citizens' meeting on Tuesday even- 
ing: 

GOVERNMENT HOUSE, 
Victoria, Jan. 11, 1809. 
Mr. J. II. Falconer, Victoria, B. C: 

Sir,— I have the? honor to acknowledge 
receipt, of n communication of even 
date, signed by yourself ns secretary and 
Mr. Simeon Duck as chairman of a meet- 
ing of the electors of the City of Vic- 
toria, held last night in the city hall, 
at which certain resolutions, copies of 
which you enclose, were said to have 
been adopted. In accord with the said 
resolutions, you ask that I withhold my 
assent from the bill referred to therein, 
intituled "An act. to make provision for 
the trial of certain election petitions 
after the session of the house of assem- 
bly." I received your communication 
tit a quarter after 2 o'clock this after- 
noon, as I was about to leave Govern- 
ment House for the parliament buildings 
to give assent to the said bill, as re- 
quested by my ministers. 1 desire to 
say, however, that I gave due considera- 
tion to the said resolutions, but. was un- 
able to see my way clear to comply 
with your request. J beg to refer you 
to the following passage in a despatch 
as recent as December last, from the 
secretary of state for the colonics, Right 
Hon. Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, to His 
Excellency Sir Herbert .Murray, Gover- 
nor of Newfoundland: 

" Even a governor who was to some 
extent in touch with local opinion would 
be taking a serious step if, in response 
to petitions such as have been addressed 
to me, he refused to assent to a. measure 
Of local concern, which has been duly 
passed by the legislature, and if he failed 
to find other ministers prepared to as- 
sume responsibility for his action, nnd 
able to secure the support of (lie legis- 
lature, his position would become un- 
tenable." 

My ministry have the confidence of 
the legislature, by which the said bill 
was duly passed. And I would point 
out to you that it is an assembly which 
has met for the first time, fresh from 
the electorate, and that even were I in 
sympathy with the tenor of the aforesaid 
resolutions. I have no warrant for be- 
lieving that a refusal on my part to fol- 
low the advice of my ministry in this 
matter would receive the approval either 
of the legislature or of the electorate. 
For this reason, and in view of the prin- 
ciple enunciated in the above quoted 
despatch from Mr. Chamberlain, the 
authority of which I cannot question, I 
could not, to use the language of one of 
the said resolutions, " consistently with- 
hold my assent to the bill therein re- 
ferred to." I am, sir,

Dear Sir, — We, your colleagues on the 
board of school trustees, take this oppor- 
tunity of expressing our sincere regret 
at your retirement from the position you 
have so long filled. The fact that you 
have been again and again elected to 
the ollice of trustee, until your record 
covers tiftten years of continuous ser- 
vice—for ten of which you have also 
been chairman of the board, is alone the 
strongest possible evidence of the satis- 
faction you have given us a public ser- 
vant. The maintenance of the public 
schools, involving as it does the expendi- 
ture of nearly fifty thousand dollars a 
year, in order that the twenty-live hund- 
red boys and girls of the city may be 
properly prepared for the. duties and 
responsibilities of enlightened citizen- 
ship, is unquestionably the most import- 
ant department of the civic service. To 
keep the schools moving forward to u 
higher and higher state of efficiency; to 
provide for the demands of it constantly 
increasing school population, and at the 
same time to safeguard the public funds 
by a judiciously economical expenditure, 
demand not only clear-headed business 
ability, but likewise firm convictions as 
to tlie importance of adopting and stead- 
ily following an enlightened and pro- 
gressive educational policy. Such are 
the qualities which have commended you 
to the public in your capacity as trustee, 
and which make your withdrawal from 
that office a public loss. 

In order that you may hereafter be 
hourly reminded of our high apprecia- 
tion of the courtesy, tact and practical 



wisdom which you have invariably mani- 
fested in your relations with us, your 
present associates on the board, and 
particularly in the discharge of the 
sometimes ditllcult and always responsi- 
ble duties of presiding oillcer and admin- 
istrative head, we beg that you will ac- 
cept this small gift and our best wishes 
for you, alike in private nnd in public 
life.
